£ oment ; Ccoa^plexity of problem has arisen because of special 

of this material insisted upon by G-2, and the conflict between 
this insistence and these two principles: (a) that CIA shall determine 
for itself how it will handle any material it gets; (b) that normal 
C&D procedures should be used in every instance. 


Status; Original OIC suggestion of shift from ONE to OCI was opposed by 
OCD and ONE (on grounds of support of OCD); possible reduction of 
seBsitivity of material was frustrated by renevred G-2 check with field; 
in conversation, Carlan, G-2, has agreed to OCD handling under the 
same special precautions as characterize Cosmic,

any relaxation of special security treatment for these papers* 

I suggested to him that under the circumstances vre would set up a control 
and handling arrangen^nt similar to that used for COSMIC documents (not 
pointing out that OCD was the custodian in this instance), and that sort of 
handling was acceptable to him. 


Accordingly, get the 


materials back into OCD diaimels, and get 
OCD to afford them the same sort of treatment which is accorded to (XDSMIC, 
with the added concessit that copies could be sent to OCI for study before 
being returned to OCD for special security storage*
